Ricnmonp, Va., October 19.—[Special.]— 
Governor David B. Hill, of New York, spent 
today in Richmond, as the honored guest of 
the Powhatan Club, and of the Richmond 
democracy in general. 

He entered the city early this morning 
amid salutes of artillery, and as he departed 
late tonight by a special train, the welkin 
rang with cheers from hundreds of throats 
who wished him a pleasant trip. His recep-

hospitable borders a great man who received 
so much attention in so short a time. 

There was not a moment during the day 
that the entertainment committee were 
not assiduous in their efforts to make the 
governor’s visit a pleasant one. 

The Day's Programme. 

The day’s programme, after the reception 
of the guests,embraced a carriage drive in 
which many other places, including the 
white house of the confederacy and the 
Lee monument, were yisited. A_ re- 
ception by Governor McKinney _ at 
his office in the capitol, a lunch 
by the mayor, a-dinner at Murphy’s 
hotel, at which covers were laid for forty, 
a tremendous mass meeting at the academy 
tonight, at which speeches were made by 
Governors McKinney and Hill, Senator 
Voorbees, General Slocum and Mr. Clark 
Howell, of Atlanta, and a reception from 
10 to 11 o’clock at the gubernatorial man- 
sidn were included in the reception ten- 
dered the distinguished party. 

The procession from the ciubhouse to the 
academy tonight was half a mile long. The 
First Virginia regiment acted as a military 
escort, and the streets were ablaze with 
colored lights. The demonstration was an 
imposing one.

The Meeting of Last Night. 

The crowning event was the public meeting 
tonight at the academy, which never before 
held as many people oras much enthusiasm. 
The house was crowded from pit to dome 
within ten minutes after the doors opened, and 
great cheers greeted the appearance of 
Messrs. Hill, McKinney and Belvin, who sat 
to the front ofa hundred or more prominent 
people on the stage, which was beautifully 
decorated, and represented a garden scene. 
Among those on the rostrum were: Hon. 
Walter R. Staples, ex-judge of the supreme 
court, and ex-Postmaster Cullingsworth, 
Colonel Frank G. Rufiin, Professor Duryear, 
Judges Leake, Wellford and Witt, M. D. 
Chesteman, W. G. Waller and William Ryan, 
inanaging editors of The Dispatch and Times, 
and State, respectively, Congressman George 
'D. Wise, ex-Congressman Venable, J.C. Mur- 
ray, editor Nerfolk Landmark, Kev.

Cixctnxati, October 19.—[Special.}—The 
meeting of Governor Campbell in this city 
tonight was the largest political demonstra- 
tion ever seen in Cincinnati.

There 
was a cold, drizzling rain falling all day, 
and it was feared that the parade of the 
democratic clubs would have to be aban- 
doned, but despite the weather the 
street display was very large, and 
the utmost enthusiasm was shown 
alli along the line of march.

READ BEFORE THE COUNCIL YESTERDAY: 


Australia Will Most Probably Be the Next 
Place the Methodist Ecumenical 
Convention Will Meet. 


WasnInatron, October 19.—The sleventh 
day’s session of the ecumenical Methodist 
council was opened with William Warden, 
of the Wesleyan Reform Union, of England, 
in the chair. 

The secretary acknowledged receipt of resolu- 
tions offered by delegates concerning civil 
liberty and impartial power of the papacy, 
and on the subject of combinations of labor 
and capitol. They were referred to the busi- 
ness committee. The business committee 
made a report upon the subject of a week of 
prayer, recommending that the week beginning 
November 15th, next, be set aside for that 
purpose, and inviting all of the senior bishops 
and presidents of the conferences represented 
in the council to sign a cail toail Methodists. 

The report was adopted after a statement by 
Dr. King that eastern delegates had taken the 
same action as that proposed before coming to 
the conference. 

Some Methodist Statistics. 

Through Mr. McLaren the committee on 
Methodist statistics made a report which, in 
snbstance, states that the returns had been 
obtained from all the churches represented in 
the conference and tabulated, first geographic- 
ally, and second ecclesiastically. The term 
“Adherents” was included in every case, 
ministers and members as well as families 
connected with congregations. In some cases 
estimates were made, butin no case do they 
exceed tigures given in the government cen- 
suses, and in some cases they are below. 

While no officiai statistics were adopted by 
the London conference the figuresshow that 
since that in the conference there has been an 
increase of 30 per cent in the Methodist be- 
lievers. Someof the details of the report were 
read by the Rev. Dr. Morley as follows: 

The eastern section: 

Europe—Ministers,4,481 ; members, 915,234; 
adherents, 4,209,601. 

Asia—Ministers, 533; members, 34,334; ad- 
herents, 114,968. 

Africa— Ministers, 294; members, 71,147; 
adherents, 283,376. 

Australasia and Polynesia—Ministers, 786; 
mem bers, 95,140; adherents, 488,183. 

Eastetn Section— Ministers, 6,094; members, 
1,113,905 ; adherents, 5,096, 128. 

Western Section— Ministers, 36,601

dad Totais—-Ministers, 42,695; members, 
6,404,999; adherents, 25,378, 104.

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FREE MAIL DELIVERY 


For the Farmer Will Be Before the Next

WANAMAKER ENDORSES THR SCHEME 


In a Letter on the Subject to The 
American Agriculturalist.

New Yorx, October 19.—An organized 
effort is undy way among the farmers to secure 
from congress free mail delivery in country 
towns. The Farmers’ Alliance, the Patrons 
of Husbandry and other orders are canvassing 
the matter. Lettersare being written to the 
congressmen in favor of the project, and peti- 
tions to congress for free delivery are being 
circulated in many parts of the country. 
The farmers assert that the daily 
mail delivery at their door will 
add perceptibly to the money value of their 
farms, and will be worth still more because it 
will keep them in touch with the markets and 
outside world, and rob farm life of its isolation 
and monotony. The farmers are writing to 
the agricultural press that this convenience 
would enable them quite generally to take the 
daily papers, as well as to subscribe for local 
papers more liberally. 

In The American Agriculturalist for Novem- 
ber, Postmaster General Wanamaker states 
definitely for the first time that experiments 
by the postoffice department for free delivery 
in the farming districts show that the increase 
of revenue more than pays all increased ex- 
pense. He believes that universal free deliv 
ery would, therefore, be self-sustaining.

Governor Northen and Mayor Hemphill 
Welcome the Visitors—Address of 
Pleasant A. Stovall. 


The Piedmont exposition of 1891 opened 
yesterday in the most auspicious manner. 

Amid the booming of cannon, the way- 
ing of flags and handkerchiefs, the cheers of 
10,000 delighted people, the machinery was 
started, the gates were thrown open and 
the great exposition was formally declared 
open. 

The smiles of heaven seem to rest upon 
the enterprise. The bright rays of the sun 
fell upon the forest, yellowed by autumn, 
and the October breezes rustled the leaves. 
It was, indeed, an auspicious day for the 
opening of tho exposition. 

For opening day the attendance was very 
larce. Actuated by the true Atlanta spirit, 
a large number of her representative men 
had laid down their work for the day, and 
gone out to the exposition to see it started 
off with a boom. 

The programme that had been 
for the day was excellent in every feature. 

The first address was made by Mayor 
Hemphill, then came Governor Northen, 
who was followed by Colonel Pleasant A. 
Stovall, the orator of the day. 

Then the great exposition was declared 
open, amid enthusiastic cheering. 


The Procession. 

The procession, under command of Captain 
Henry Jackson, the marshal of the day, left 
the city exactly at 1:05 o'clock. 

At 11:30 o’clock in the morning the Fourth 
Artillery band stationed itself at the artesian 
well, and played several! _ A crowd was 
quickly attracted, which “lined the sidewalks 
for two blocks on every side. Pretty soon the 
Gate City Guard arrived and took up their po- 
sition in front of Folsom’s restaurant. They 
were closely followed bythe Atlanta Zouaves, 
who stationed themselves alongside the 
Guard. In a few minutes tho warlike 
Atlanta Artillery arrived and drewjup vetween 
Broad and Forsyth streets. Next came the 
battalion of police, under command of Chief 
Connolly. The four companies were headed 
by Captains Wright, Thompson, Manly and 
Acting Captain Osburn. They came to a rest 
on Marietta street, just opposite the artesian 
well, and presented a very soldierly appear- 
ance with their brightly polished guns and 
neat new uniforms. 

The next company to arrive was the Gov- 
ernor’s Horse Guards, who were assigned to 
the rear of the procession. With the arrival 
of the handsomely uniformed Grady Cadets, 
which took its position next to the Gate City 
Guard, the procession was complete. 

The Fourth Artillery band was at the head 
of the procession, and just behind it marched 
the battalion of policemen. Then came Cap- 
tain Jackson and aides. Following them was 
the Fourth battalion of infantry—the Atlanta 
Zouaves, Gate City Guard, Atlanta Rifles and 
Grady Cadetsin the order named—in com- 
mand of Colonel W. L. Calhoun. 

Then the Atlanta Artillery, under command 
of Captain George B. Forbes. Next was the 
Governor’s Horse Guards, under Captain 
John A. Miller. 

Following the military came the carriages, 
with the orators of the day, Mayor Hemphill, 
Governor Northen the chaplain, the city 
council, officers and directors of the exposi- 
tion. 

In the first carriage were Colonel Pleas- 
ant <A. Stovall, orator of the day; 

Governor Northen, Dr. J. W. Lee and Vice 
President Graves. In the second carriage 
were Mayor Hemphill and Dr. H.C. Morrison. 
In the carriages that followed was the city 
council, and following them were the directors 
and oflicers of the exposition. 

The procession was formed by 12:50 o’clock, 
but the hour appointed for starting was 1 
o’clock. 

The sidewalks for several blocks around 
were densely packed With people eager to see 
the great parade move off to open the Pied- 
mont exposition. 

At three minutes past 1 o’clock Marshal of 
the Day Jackson gave the order for the pro- 
cession to start, and as if moved by one step 
the long line of military marched down 
Marietta and turned up Peachtree street. The 
Fourth Artillery band, heading the procession, 
piayed a lively march. 

The long line of military on horseback and 
on foot, followed by the carriages, presented 
aninspiring sight as they moved up Peach- 
tree. 

Captain Jackson and his aides man- 
aged the parade most handsomely. 

Captain Jackson and each of his aides were 
mounted on excellent steeds, and wore, each, 
a handsome yellow sash. 

» The piazzas of all the residences on Peach- 
tree street were crowded with people watch- 
ing the parade. 

At 1:40 o’clock the procession reached the 
grounds. 

They were met just outside the gates by 
President Wyiie and Manager Cohen and 
escorted into the grounds.

When the procession had reached the gates 
pf the mainentrancea vast assemblage was 
shere congregated to view it. 

As the procession entered the groundsa 
thundering salute from several heavy pieces 
was fired by a detachment of the Atlanta Ar- 
tillery. As the roaring sonnds of the great 
guns echoed from the magnificient exhibition 
hall thousands of enthusiastic voices pene- 
trated the airin honor of the opening of the 
greatest industrial, mechanical and agricultural 
exhibition that has ever marked the history of 
the central south. 

The procession drove around the -entire 
grounds twice, followed by an immense con- 
course of people. Atintervals loud cheers as-

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drew the artillery pieces. = * 
On the Speaker's Stand. 

The procession halted in front of the grand 
stand, where special arrangements had been 
prepared for the speakers. 

When the speakers, directors and officers of 
the exposition company and the invited 
guests had been seatedin the seats reserved 
for their occupancy, and the majority of the 
crowd had found comfortable seats in the spa- 
cious grand stand, Hon. John Temple Graves, 
who is an active director and yice president of 
the exposition company, and who was master 
of ceremonies, announced that prayer would 


_be offered by Rey. Dr. Morrison. 


Every hat was raised, and not a sound éould 
be heard but that reverend gentleman’s voice. 
Dr. Morrison prayed with great earnestness 
and eloquence. He invoked with eloquent 
sincerity the blessings of Almighty God on 
those in charge of the great exposition, and 
all thoso who leave their homes to visit it. He 
offered thanks for the success that has at- 
tended the efforts of the gentlemen who have 
been engaged in the preparation of the grand 
exposition. 

When Dr. Morrison closed his prayer Mr. 
Graves, master of ceremonies, rose and ad- 
dressed the audience briefly, as an introduction 
to the opening of the day’s speeches and ex- 
ercises. 

Mr. Graves, in his own eloquent and inimi- 
table style, reviewed the great work that the 
preparation of the great exposition had re- 
quired, and the phenomenal success that has 
attended the efforts of those engaged in it. 
He also spoke briefly of the gentlemen who 
had been selected as orators for the day. Mr. 
Graves closed by introducing to the audience 
Tion. W. A. Hemphill, mayor of Atlanta, 
who delivered the address of welcome. 

Mayor Hemphill'’s Welcome, 

“The fates,’’ said Mayor Hemphill, “are 

propitious today. When the golden sun gilded 


the hilltops this morning, the happiest men in 


Atlanta were the president and directors of 
the Piedmont exposition, including my friend 
Sandford Cohen. We are all enjoying this 
bright October day. 

‘‘Permit me to boast of Atlanta a little. She 
never does anything by halves. When it 
comes to expositions Atlanta is at home. 
Every exposition heid here has been a grand 
one. These gentlemen have searched air, 
earth and water to get things to amuse 
and instruct you. It has been said 
that this is a private enterprise. I deny it. 
It is a public enterprise and one 
from which Atlanta and the south 
will reap great benefit. 

**We have, most of us, read the pretty story 
of the visit of the queen of Sheba to Solomon. 
She went bearing gifts of gold, silver, frank- 
incense and myrrh. She beheld the glory of it 
all and said ‘the half has not been told.” We 
have heard much of our great exposition, but 
the half has not been told. King Solomon is 
here in all his glory ahd the uncrowned kings 
and queens are coming to see him, not with 
trains of camels, butin Inxurious railroad cars. 
I don’t think they will be disappointed or find 
it all objectionable. We invite all to come 
and see and enjoy this great ¢xposition.”’ 

Governor Northen. 

Governor Northen was then introduced by 
Mr. Graves. 

On behalf ofthe great state of Georgia, the 
governor welcomed the visitors to the exposi- 
tion to Atlanta, the capital and principal city. 
He reviewed the great benefits to the whole 
state that will follow the grand exhibitions of 
her matchless resources now displayed at the 
Piedmont exposition. He spoke of the kind 
god generous assistance that had been offered 
and rendered to the. exposition company by 
every portion of the state. With enthusiasm 
and pride he recounted the great variety and 
diversity of the exhibits now displayed, and 
that¢they will redound with eternal credit to 
the greatness of the Empire State of the south, 
and-the enterprise, pluck and progress of her 
citizenship, and to all classes, especially the 
farmers would be greatly benefited by the ex- 
position, as they had from similar ones before. 

Mr. Stovall’s Speech. 


Mr. Pleasant A. Stovall, the orator of the 
day, was then introduced by Mr. Graves, and 
spoke as follows: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: I have been very kindly 
spoken of as the orator of the day, but among 
sich orators as have just preceded me I imust 
admit that I have no claims to that title. I have 
a come from a community white with the fever 
1eat of an expegition. The atmosphere is entirely 
congenial to ne, for every man in my own home 
wears an exposition sticker somewhere on his 
person, and very many of the women, in spite of 
the borcott of the pulpit, fly the forbidden colors 
of the kirmess. {Laughter.| It occurato me in 
this connection that Atlanta is largely responsi- 
ble for the growth of the exposition. Her cotton 
display in 1881, which tirst opened the eyes 
of this state to our _ possibilities “as 
an industrial community, and the success of the 
Piedmont exposition in 1887, which emphasized 
the remarkable progress that Georgia had made, 
have stimulated the enterprise and energy of every 
city and town and developed a series of county 
fairs, until it seems that the whole state during 
the months of October and November is a mass of 
streaming flags, grinding wheels and speeding 
horses. 

I serve upon you notice that some of your com- 
petitors are pressing you close in the number and 
size of their attractions, but you have only your- 
selves to Dlame, for the high standard fixed by 
Atlanta has been productive of unusual excel- 
lence. The wonderful success of the 
Georgia exposition has had much to 
do with the great revival in industrial affairs. 
This Georgia cracker of ours who aided in per- 
fecting the arrangement of the steamboat, who 
inspired the origin of the cotton gin, who built 
up large cities and dugjout his canals, todav leads 
the union in railroad construction and spins more 
cotton than any other southern commonwealth. 
[Applause.] 

General Sherman cut a swath fifty miles wide 
and 300 miles long mght in the heart and home of 
the Georgia cracker. One hundred millions 
of property was swept away in eight 
months; tuday our taxable property reaches 
$400,000,000, an increse of 850,000,000 in 
ten years. Iron and coal and granite are 
quarried from the mountains where Sherman and 
Johnston struggled for the mastery, and railroads 
which have given us Cordele, Americus and 
Brunswick have eradicated the last evidences of 
war. France has not leaped into luxuriance more 
swiftly than Georgia from pillage and devasta- 
tion. Whileif this grand old state of ours had 
given no other evidence of her recuperative 
power than the city of Atlanta—Atlanta with her 
crowded streets and driving trade and bandsome 
homes— Atlanta, the marvel of the north and 
south, Atlanta, the just pride of every Georgian— 
I say had Georgia given no other evidence than 
this she would still be worthy of the claim of “the 
Eimpire State of the south.” 

Perhaps it is not two much to say that Georgia 
is one of the few states where such an exposition 
could be held. Iimean an exposition combining 
so many evidences of manufacturing and such 
nobie specimens of agricultural growth. It could 
not be held in New England. In company with 
a pany of rig gentiemen, recently, I had the 
privilege of visiting some of the principal cities 
of New England. We there saw every style of 
manufacturing—shops where the most delicate 
screws here made and the 10st ponderous Corliss 
machines turned ont.

A Perilous Walk.

The horses kept 
pretty close together and their riders urged 
them forward furiously. The four horses 
dashed around the homestretch neck and neck, 
but the rider dressed in red succeeded in get- 
ting 2 Jead ofa few yards. However, they 
reached the goal at precisely the same mo- 
ment, amid the wildest cheering of the multi- 
tude.

Tomorrow is the last day the governor will 
have to consider the school bill. 

He will either have to affix his signature or 
veto it. 

The chances are he will veto the bill, giving 
his reasons for the same to tle public. 

Assistant Attorney General Little filed with 
the governor an opinion on the matter, in 
which he points out the natural construction 
that would be put upon the language of the 
bill. But yesterday afternoon he wired from 
Columbus that he had some additional matter 
to add to the opinion, and asa “consequence 
the governor will not consider the matier fully 
until today. Attorney Little will be here and 
advise with him, 

The governor will this morning consider the 
opinions of Colonel Littleand Commissioner 
Bradwell, together with letters from Mr. 
Fleming and Senator Terrell. Then he will 
decide the inatter. 


Pardoned,. 

The governor commuted one sentence from 
four years to six months yesterday, and 
granted one pardon. 

The commutation was in the case of Henry 
Lay, convicted in Floyd county in August for 
obstructing a railroad.. He is a young boy. 
Judge Maddox requested the commutation 
stating that he had sentenced him to the 
shortest term under the law, but that he 
thought six months would be enough to meet 
the demands of justice. 

Jim Watkins, of Heard county, was par- 
doned. He was convicted of burglary of 
meat from a smokehouse and sentenced to fif- 
teen years in 1876. The judge of the court 
that tried him and various other county offi- 
cers requested the pardon on the grounds that 
the ends of justice had been met.

THAT MAP. 


Something About the Bulletin the Weather, | 


Bureau Is Sending Out, 

The weather map, which is being posted so con- 
spicnously about the city, is a surprisingly diffi- 
cult thing to read, when one has not been ini- 
tiated into its very simple mysteries, 

The weather bureau at 8 o'clock every morning 
takes observations, such as those of pressure, 
temperature, amount of cloudiness, direction and 
force of the wind and the humidity of the atmos- 
phere, to determine the weather. These are taken 
at nearly two hundred points over the United 
States. hof the stations make up 4 tele- 
graphic refort in ciphers. They are transmitted 
by a system which renders this undertaking pos- 
sible through a reasonable cost. 

The reports read at Atlanta are chartered on 
the map of the country by a duplicate process 
w bich makes many copies. 

On the weathér map itself,a circle is seen at 
each station. If it is open, the weather is clear; 
if a single line is drawn across it, it means partly 
cloudy ; if crossed by two lines, entirely cloudy ; if 
there are three jines, it indicates rain. To each 
circle is attached an arrow head, showing the di- 
rection of the wind. At the side of each circle, 
the figure shows the temperature. Beneath ap- 
pears another figure, indicating the velocity of 
the wind. 

The tsobars drawn on the chart are lines passing 
through every point where the atmospheric press~- 
ure is what is indicated by the figures at the end 
of the line. In regions where the pressure is 
below the average, the word “low” is marked, and 
the weather is usuaily of a cloudy or stormy 
nature. In some regions the pressure is above 
the average, and is then “high.” There is then 
clear weather. 

The possibility of weather predictions depends 
upon the general fact that storm areas move from 
wes' toeast. In this wovement they follow cer- 
tain customary paths, “storm tracks.” 

At the right of the maps 18a table of the rain- 
fajl in the past twenty-four hours. In the left 
hand corner is a forecast for thirty-six hours. 

There will soon be an improvement in the 
weather maps. Hot and cold waves will be indi- 
cated by colared areas on waps. The outfit for 
this change is oh the way to Atlanta now.

The station keeper’s office and beadquarters 
for the forces, is a neat, warm little rvom, 
equipped with furniture, heating appara- 
tus, etc. 

Captain John Joiner isthe clever day sta- 
tion keeper and Mr. Cunningham fills the 
same position at night. 

Captain Thompson is in charge of the forces

BAKING POWDERS. 


Facts Brought Out by the Official Goy- 
ernment Tests, 


THE PEOPLE DEMAND PURITY OF FOOD. 


Which One of the Many Powders Now 
Before the Public will Give It? 
Interesting Facts. 


From The Chicago Tribune. 

The public is always responsive to sugges- 
tions about the food it eats. Great interest 
has been taken in the investigations made by 
the United States and Canadian governments 
and by the different boards of health to show 
the purity or impurity of milk, baking pow- 
ders, spices, and other articles of daily use in 
the culinary departnient of our households. 

Just now the subject of baking powder is 
claiming public attention. We all desire pure 
and wholesome bread and this can not be had 
with the use of impure or poisonous baking 
powder. There can be no longer any question 
that al the cheaper, lower grades of baking 
powders contain either alum, lime, or phos- 
phatic acid. 

The official analyses by the United States 
and Canadian goveriments have therefore been 
studied with interest and have pretty clearly 
established the facts upon the subject. The 
United States government report gives the 
naines of eighteen well-known powders, some 
ofthem advertised as pure cream of tartar 
baking powders, that contain alum. 

The report shows that the Royal baking 
powder was found the highest in leavening 
strength, evolving 160.06 cubic inches of gas 
per single ounce of powder. There were eight 
other brands of cream of tartar powders tested 
and their average strength was 111.5 cubic 
inches of gas per ounce of powder. 

The Canadian government investigations 
were of a stil] larger number of powders. The 
Roya) baking powder was here also shown the 
purest and highest’ in strength, containing

Good Roads and Bad. 

If the road congress, which is to meet in 
Atlanta on the 28th of October, accom- 
plishes no other result, the mere fact that it 
assembles will show that public interest in 
this important matter is growing and in- 
creasing. The congress will undoubtedly 
accomplish much more than this. It may 
be impossible to seize on and point out the 
practical results that will ensue, but once 
the people are thoroughly aroused on the 
subject—once they can be brought to see 
that the whole movement has for its pur- 
pose the saving of thousands of dollars to 
neighborhoods and individuals, to say noth- 
ing of the enhancement of land values and 
the ipcrease of the conveniences of farm 
life—once they can be induced to examine 
the subject in ail its bearings—they will not 
fail to realize the vital importance to their 
own interests of improved roads, 

Itistrue that habit and custom have 
dulled the public mind in the matter of 
roads. Those that we have in Georgia— 
and Georgia is no worse offin this respect 
than the other states—are an inheritance 
from eolonial times. Our method of making 
roads and of keeping them in repair is also 
an inheritance. There has been no material 
improvement in this method for a hundred 
years, and if an attempt were made to show 
in figures what this method has cost the 
people of Georgia alone, to say nothing of 
the rest of the country, with no result what- 
ever to show for the outlay, the amount 
would be a startling one. If to the cost 
were added the loss that has accrued by 
reason of bad roads, the figures would be 
almost past belief. But the estimate isa 
very simple one, and any intelligent farmer 
can figure it out to suit hisown case. If, on 
a good road, one horse can haul as much as 
two horses on a bad road—if one two-horse 
Wagon can make two trips on good roads 
with less inconvenience than one trip could 
be made on bad roads—the difference can 
very easily be set down in figures. 

It is claimed, and with good reason, that 
in the matter of progress and development, 
the farming industry has not kept pace with 
the other industries of the country. This is 
partly accounted for by the vicious repub- 
lican legislation of the last quarter of a cen- 
tury, but the main reason is to be found in 
the fact that the farmers, except in specially 
favored regions, are handicapped by the 
wretched system of roads which intervenes 
between farm and market. When the in- 
telligent farmers of Georgia thoroughly re- 
alize this fact we shall have a change. In 
the nature of things it will be a gradual 
change, but the results thereof will be none 
the less obvious. 

It is not the cost of good roads that has 
kept the farmers from agitating this ques- 
tion. When the cost of good roads is com- 
pared with the cost of the wretched ones 
that are now in use, the element of economy 
is altogether with the former. It would 
cost the farmers less to have good roads 
than it does to make a pretense of keeping 
up the present barbarous system, taking 
into account, of course, the wear and tear 
of stock and vehicies, and the lost time. 
The cost of hauling an average load over 
the roads as they exist is not less than three 
times what it would be if the roads were 
good, or even tolerably good. It is this ele- 
ment of cost—the extravagant waste that 
is constantly going on under the present 
system—that will finally convince the farm- 
ers of the necessity of making a radical] 
change in the character of the public roads 
and in the method of mending them.

reasons of their own, do not care to appeal 
to the local guardians of the peace. 

It is to be hoped that the West Virginians 
will make short work of this gang of pistol- 
toters, and teach them such a lesson that 
they will leave the state never to return. If 
the mine owners are in the right they will 
not find it difficult to obtain protection. If 
they are in the wrong they should not be 
protected at the expense of the innocent.

The Liberian Movement. 

Bishop Henry M. Turner, on behalf of his 
race, has gone to Liberia to see what that 
country looks like, and to see for himself 
what advantages the negroes of this country 
would have in colonizing there. Bishop 
Turner is a very able negro, and if he re- 
turns to this country with a favorable re- 
port he will be able to induce a great many 
of his race to emigrate. 
be unfavorable, which it is likely to be’ if it 
tallies with other accounts of Liberia, the 
movement will die out, and nothing more 
will be heard of it for a generation. 

Liberia seems to have made no progress 
whatever since it was set apart by the Amer- 
ican Colonization Society as a negro repub- 
lic. ‘There has been an increase of popula- 
tion, but it is generally admitted that no 
real progress has been made. It seems to 
lack all the elements that enter into the 
crowth of a state. 

This fact has been realized by some of the 
foreign powers, and they have entered on a 
series of experiments which are likely to re- 
sult in the absorption of Liberia. Germany 
has seized a large slice of territory belonging 
to the so-called republic, and France has 
also staked offa claim. The Harrison ad- 
ministration is in full possession of the facts, 
but the Americanism that was to startle the 
world when Blaine becam@secretary of state 
seems to have fizzled out. Brother Blaine’s 
Americanism doesn’t contemplate the pro- 
tection of the Liberian republic, so-called.

ACCORDING TO The Railway Age, the fastest long 
distance run on record was made last Tuesday by 
aspecialtrainon the New York Central road, 
which covered the distance of 436%, miles from 
New York to East Buffalo in 440 minutes, or seven 
hours and twenty minutes, not deducting for two 
stops in changing engines, andastop of nearly 
eight minutes on accountof a hot driver box. 
Except for this accidental delay the entire 440 
iniles to Buffalo station would doubtless have 
been made it 440 minutes. Anaverage of nearly 
a mile a minute for 440 miles means a tremendous 
speed on many portions of the run, and means 
also a splendid condition of track, aswell as a 
special powerand capacity forthe engines. Of 
the three engines which accomplished this great 
feat oné had drivers six feet six inches in diam- 
eter, while those of the other two measured five 
feet eight inches. A number of milesin this run 
were made in forty-nine seconds each, and one 
nile was covered in forty-eight seconds, which is 
equivalent to seventy-five miles per hour.

A widely traveled gentle- 
man, who has studied similar schoo's on two 
sides of the Atlantic, pronounces it by all odds 
the best in the south and excellent in itself. 
“But,”’ said he, “itisa shame that Georgia 
does not quadruple her appropriation. I do 
not live in your state, but I have invested 
some money init. Let me give you one ben- 
efit of these institutions not familiar to every 
one. If we wish to preserve American princi- 
ples of government, we must educate our own 
mechanics and artisans, and cease to import 
foreign skilled labor entertaining alien ideas 
of political affairs. Right here in Atlanta 
I heard, the other night, a group 
of Germans giving voice to. senti- 
ments rank with socialism and communism. 
I speak German, Spanish and one or two 
other languages, and have, therefore, oppor- 
tunities of knowing their opinions. I especi- 
ally am averse to the in-bringing of the Latin 
races. These people who come from -conti- 
nental Europe to our shores do not appreciate 
the independence and freedom existing here. 
Feudality in their countries has been suc- 
ceeded by legitimacy and absolutism, and in- 
dividual liberty is suppressed. We must 
educate our youth to workin wood and metals 
and in mining and engineering. -T'wo days in 
the week I have carpenters employed to teach 
my boys how terun a plane.”

The Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session convened at 2 o’clock. 
The opening session having been one largely 
of promoting fellowship, the afternoon was 
devoted entirely to solid business. 

The work or organization was perfected by 
the report from the committee on credentials. 
It credited delegates present from fifty-three 
active college chapters scattered over the 
whole union, and from alumni associations in 
New York, CincinNati, Louisville, Nashville 
and Atlanta. 

In several cases a party of visiting members 
cameé from the same college, but only one del- 
egate is accredited toeach chapter. Visiting 
alumni were also present in good numbers. 

The Fraternity’s Founder. 

The distinguished founder of Phi Delta 
Theta, Rev. Robert Morrison, a Presbyterian 
minister of Foulton, Mo., was then intro- 
duced to the convention. But there was need 
of no such formal introduction. His name is 
lisped in the infancy of every Phi Delta Theta, 
and his face is known by the Phi membership 
from Alpha to Omega. 

Rev. Mr. Morrison said that he had come all 
the way from his Missouri home solely to yreet 
his younger brothers, and thatin them all he 
took an earnest and just pride. He had at- 
tended many conventions in the past, and the 
last three consecutively, and would always 
esteem it the greatest pleasure of his life to 
meet with the boys of his loved fraternity. 

Reports of the Officers. 

The secretary of the general council, H. Th. 
Miller, next made@ an official report on the 
state of the order. it was universally pros- 
perous. A chapter had been Janted at Wash- 
ington college, St. Louis; an alumni associa 
tion formed at Salt Lake City, and numerous 
petitions for charters refused. 

Encouraging reports were also made by J. 
M. Moyer, of New York city, president of 
Alpha province, and T. S. Ball, of Mont- 
gomery, president of Gamma province. 

The editor of The Scroll, Dr. J. B. Brown, 
of Columbus, O., reported that the bi-monthly 
magazine of the fraternity was in a prosperous 
financial condition, there being a balance in 
the treasury—a rare achievement, indeed, for 
college fraternity journalism. 

F. D. Swope, of Louisville, one of the cata- 
logue editors, reported that materials for the 
work were nearly all collected; that 116 pages 
had been printed ; that the book would contain 
500 pages, and that an issue of 3,500 copies 
would be made. 

The convention ordered telegrams sent to 
the presidents of Mercer, Emory and the State 
university requesting that students be granted 
leave of absence to attend the first Phi Delta 
Theta convention in Georgia. 

Messages of Regret. 

Letters were read from President Benjamin 
Harrison, Senator Blackburn, of Kentucky, 
and other prominent Phis, expressing deep 
regret at their inability to attend the conven- 
tion. 

Committees were appointed on visiting mem- 
bers, chapters, charters, constitution, fritual, 
publications, records, provinces, internal im- 
provements and special resolutions. 

Today at noon was set as the time for hav- 
ing a.convention group photograph taken.

A Chat with the Founder. 


Rev. Robert Morrison is a cordial gentleman 
past the middle of life, with rather a modest 
bearing, but having the searching glance that 
Knows, and the grasp that reciprocates true 
friendship. 

With a group of younger Phis about him 
the elder brother is the picture of happiness. 
He is proud of the boys and well he may be. 

Last night he was iaduiging in memories of 
the old days at Miami university. There in 
1848, he conceived the idea and saw it developed 
of founding a new fraternity on somewhat of a 
higher piane than the other chapters then there, 
He graduated in 1849. 

After a pleasant chat the reporter asked : 

“Mr. Morrison, did you not initiate Presi- 
dent Benjamin Harrison into the Phi Delta 
Theta?” ? 

‘**Yes,”’ he answered, “‘I did, and he wag@he 
thirteenth man initiated into the fraternity.” 

‘Well, thirteen is called an unlucky num- 
ber, Mr. Morrison; how did that one prove ?’’ 

“That thirteen was like the thirteenth dis- 
ciple, Paul,’’ the old gentleman continued. 
“Benjamin Harrison proved an invaluable ac- 
quisition, I will relate an incident of frater- 
nity history in which he did the order a great 
benefit. 

‘‘He was president of the Miami quater 
when the first chapter trouble arose. Not 
foreseeing anything arising of the kind the 
laws were not framed for severe discipline. 
Tivo fellows were in the fraternity—genial 
fellows—but who unfortunately contracted 
habits of dissipation. 

“Finally it grew unbearable, and the chap- 
terhad to takeaction. he members who 
wished to protect the fraternity appealed to 
Benjamin Harrison, the chapter president, for 
counsel. He took the ground that the chapter 
could not ignore such irrecularities on the 
grounds of self-respect and self-protection, and 
proceeded to arraign and try the guilty 
members. 

“They were tried, found guilty’ and ex- 
pelled. It madea breach inthe chapter, but 
other better men, who had long withstood in- 
vitations, seeing the stand taken by the Phi 
chapter, immediately after joined, and con- 
tributed greatly to the latter success of the 
Phi Delta Theta at Miami as elsewhere. 

‘Thus, by his decision and pluck, Benjamin 
Harrison, the lucky thirteenth member, stove 
off a threatening danger and preserved the 
mother chapter of our order.”’

3. Amendment of substance at an early stage 
Sas always been allowable as matter of judicial 
discretion. The act of 184 make it a matter of 
right atany stage. The code does the save, ‘‘pro- 
vided there is enongh to amend by,” and with a 
further restriction against adding new parties or 
a new cause of action. Theact made the right at 
Jaw as broad as in equity, and vice versa, and this 
feature is retained by the code. 

4. Asa declaration must contain all the sub- 
stance requisite to enable the plaintiff to recover, 
no amendwent of its form would be of any value 
without a complete cause of action in substance. 
Hence, in order for a declaration to be amendable 
in form, a substantial cause of action must ap- 
pear, otherwise there is not enough to amend by. 

5. But when the arnendment needed is one of 
substance itself, “enough toamend by” does not 
mean the same as “enough tou be good in sub- 
stance without amendment."’ On the contrary, 
failing to be good in substance, is generally the 
re son why amendment in substance 1s needed. 
“Enough to amend by”’ is to be determined by 
what is enough relatively to the particular amend- 
ment needed and offered. There may be enough 
to amend by in one respect, though not in an- 
other. The code does not make the standard for 
form and substance the saine. In this regard, it 
bas been misconstrued, and the case of Martin v. 
The Gainesviile, J. & S Railroad Co., 78 Ga. 307, 
based upon such misconstruction, is hereby over- 
ruled. 

6. Enough to amend byin matter of substance, 
in aid of an incomplete cause of action, is the 
least amount of substance in a deciar-tion which 
will serve to show that, according to the original 
design of the pleader, what is offered to be added 
rightiy belongs to the cause of action which he 
meant toassert,and that the addition proposed 
would make the cause of action complete. here 
must be a plaintiff, a defendant, jurisdiction of 
the court and facts enough to indicate and 
identify some particular cause of action as the 
one intended to be declared upon, s0 as to enable 
the court to determine whether the facts proposed 
to be introduced by the amendment are part and 
parce] of that same cause. Any amendment 
whatever which, if allowed, would leave the 
cause of action incomplete should be rejected. 

7. Under the code, a declaration which has all 
the requisites to make it good and sufficient in 
tubstance, save that it omits to allege some fact 
sssentia!l to raise the auty involved in the cause of 
wction which the pleader evidently intended to 
jeclare upon, is amendable by ed, * the 
omitted fact at any stage of the case.

AN OLD BILL. 


It Was Printed in the Year 1800, and Is 
Quite a Curiosity. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., October 19.—[Special.] 
Colonel M. W. Hall, of this city, has a curi- 
osity which has a history, part of which will 
be especially imteresting. ‘he curiosity is in 
the shape of asmail bill, about 2x4 inches in 
size, 6+ cents in value, dated Greensboro, Ga., 
1800, and signed by D. & B. Sanford. Mr. 
D. Sanford was the father of Hon. D. B. San- 
ford, of this city, and B. Sanford was a brother 
of D. Sanford, and “four Dan Sanford” was 
named for the two, father and uncle, taking 
both their initials, D. and B. In 1800 D. & 
B. Sanford were among the largest and most 
important business men of-Georgia, and were 
doing business in Greensboro, which was then 
in Baldwin county, Baidwin being at that 
time a very large county, and afterwards was 
divided into Baldwin, Putnam, Morgan, Jas- 
per, and some other one of the near counties. 

The tirm also had a branch store at what is 
knowh as Clear Island, near this city, where 
they carried on considerable traftic and barter- 
ing with the Cherokee and other Indian tribes, 
who then inhabited this and adjoining coun- 
ties, and this money and other bills of differ- 
ent value were issued by D. & B. Sanford and 
were used in making change with their cus- 
tomers. 

The firm was very wealthy and so well 
known that these bilis were received at their 
face value im New York and elsewhere tn the 
United States. ; 

The firm did an extensive business until 1837 
when they failed. 

The bill has “Greensboro” printed on one 
end, and ‘G6} cents’’ on the other. In the mid-

Will Be Given the Present Waterworks 
Supply. 


WORK IS TO BEGIN AT ONCE. 


The General Council Meets in Regular 
Session and Disposes of Busi- 
ness in a Rush, 


Atlanta’s present water supply is to be aug- 
mented at once, The work will be actually 
begun today. 

The general counci] did little yesterday, 
apart from providing for an immediate supply 
of water to carry the city over until the new 
waterworks can be constructed. When the 
body met every member, except Mr. Broyles 
and Mr. Murphey, was present. 

“IT suggest,” said Mr. Hendrix, as Mayor 
Pro Tem. Middlebrooks called the body to 
order, ‘as we meet this morning at an unusual 
hour and are to meet again tomorrow after- 
noon that we transact only such business as is 
absolutely necessary in order that we may 
adi~—’’ 

“Probably it would be well, “said Mayor 
Pro. Tem Middlebrooks, ‘‘to have the mayor's 
call read.” 

The call was read. It explained that the 
mayor and genera! council had been invited to 
attend the opening exercises of the Piedmont 
exposition and as that would conflict with the 
usual hour of meeting the morning session had 


been called. 

**Now I move,”’ said Mr. Hendrix, “that we 
adjourn until balf-past 2 o’clock tomorrow.” 

“But there isa matter of vital importance 
before us,”’ said Mr. Hutchison. .‘*The water 
supply has run alarmingly low 
and we must do something to give relief. 
Then, too, one of the contracts for pipe for the 
new waterworks needs our attention. The 
entire water board, however, is present, and 
can explain the situation fully.” 

Mr. Howell Erwin, president of the water 
board, was given the floor. Mr. Erwin stated 
that the board, in awarding the contract for 
pipe for the new waterworks, had done so sub- 
ject to the ratification of the bonds at the ap- 
proaching municipal election. In the contract 
the option was made too short, and as it was 
about to expire the board wanted the gen- 
etal council to confirm the contract. 

*T have here the contract,’’ said Mr, Rice, 
‘‘and I suggest that the clerk read it and we 


can then act upon it.” 

The contract with the Howard-Harrison 
Iron Company, of Bessemer, Ala., was then 
read by Clerk Woodward and a resolution 
adopting it was adopted. 

Judge Hillyer, of the water board, called the 
attention of the council to the present condi- 


tion of the water supply. 

“Atlanta was never in such a dangerous sit- 
uation before,”’ said he. “If we don’t get 
some relief, rain or otherwise, we won't have 
any water at all.”’ 

Mr. Hutchison presented a resolution author- 
izing the expenditure of $5,000 in securing and 
providing an additional supply of water for the 
present waterworks. 

“TI think,” said Mr. Woodward, “that we 
passed up an amount the first of this year to 
increase the supply. Nowdo we want more?” 

‘*The money has never been expended,”’ said 
Judge Hillyer. 

“T only ask for information,’”’ replied Mr. 
Woodward. ‘‘I want to know the true situa- 
tion. That’sall. Ifthe waterworks must be 
amended I’m for the amendment.”’ 

‘*I am, too,”’ said Mr. Rice, ‘‘but our finan- 
cial condition just now is rather peculiar. 
Our money is pretty well spent,’’ 

‘In reply to Mr. Woodward I’d like to 
say,”’ declared Judge Hillyer, “‘that the 
money he spoke of has never been expended. 
The money was appropriated, and when we 
went towork to make the increased supply 
Mr. Poole wanted two thousand or three 
thousand dollars forthe privilege of taking 
water from his pond. At that time our water 
Supply was never more abundant. We had 
millions of gallons of it, and would not agree 
tohisterms. Sincethen, though, the supply 
has gone down.”’ 

Judge. Hillyer declared that the d¥nger of a 
water famine was pressing and real, and thought 
the best policy was to deal candidly with the peo- 
pie and tell them the plain truth about it. 

*For my own part,” he said, ‘‘[ bad foreseen this 
danger, and had been urging the building of new 
works for years past,and have again and again 
calied public attention to it; and now that the 
ghost has really come, 1 am in condition to say 
with the poet: 

‘Never shake your gory locks at me; 
Thou canst not say | dia it.’ 


“However, the very energetic measures taken on 
Saturday and today would meet the present dan- 
gerintime Butit is due totruth to say al! we 
can do atthe od works is to pump a limited 
amount from another small creek of questionable 
quality of water. A mere temporary ex- 
pedient. Real relief will come onty from 
the new works for which the water board and city 
council have already ordered the engines and the 
pipe. When the new waterworks are done our 
city will have waterworks eyual to any in the 
country. But it will be a year and a half before 
the new works are finished; and the temporary 
makeshift is to try and make the old works do 
until the new are finished. It is greatly to be 
hope! that the people will :elect members of 
council who are p.edged to the most energetic 
prosecution of the work. 

“Much importance must be attached to the’ 
necessity of flushing the sewers about which we 
hearsomuch, My planis when we got the new 
works, to not merely open a few hydrants here 
and there, but to put syphons in the thirty odd 
old cisterns already built and so adjusted as 
th t when set to work automatically a fourth or a 
third, say 10,000 gallons of the water in 
each of them, may be: made ti rush 
through a ten-inch pipe into the nearest 
sewer, and thus have a great volume of water to 
literally flood the sewer In a way that will amount 
tosomething. Nosystem of flusbing sewers can 
be effectual without flush tanks. The existing old 
cisterns furnish Atlanta with the very best of flush 
tanks already made to hand. Of course the 
cisterns would not be emptied by this process. 
but would constantly fill up again from pipes 
adjusted and working automatically, as long as 
the absence of rain made flushing necessary. 

‘But this is only one of the benefits to accrue 
from the new works, The truth is sewers. nd fire 
engines, and streets and schools, and even houses 
and homes are worth but little without water, and | 
if the mercy of a Kind Providence shall bless the 
measures taken, and avert calamity until the 
Winter rainse set in, the present danger will have 
proved a blessing, since it must necessarily show 
to all doubting Thomases that we are likely to 
become very much less of a town than we are 
unless we have more and better water, and that 
speedily.” 

“We need the water,” said Mr. Turner, 
end we must haveit. We'll find some way to 
raise this $5,000.”’ 

‘*“Let’s have the water, money or no money,” 
said Mr. Hulsey. ‘ 

‘That’s what I say,’’ echoed Mr. McBride. 

“Atlanta will find the way to pay the bill,” 
said Mr. Hendrix.

Wednesday—Penmanship and bookkeeping. 

Thursday—Stenography and mechanical drawe 
ing. 

Friday—Music. 

Saturday—Vhysivlogy. 

The various instructors will be: Professor of 
bookkeeping and penmanship, Professor Smith, 
of Goldsmith & sSullivan’s Business college; 
of stenography, Mr. J. L. Driscoll; of music, 
Professor B. CC. Davis, teacher in the public 
schools; of physiology, Dr. J. C. Elsom, physical 
director of the assoctat':n; of mechanical draw- 
ing, Mr. D. B. Ovid, pi @f :ssor of drawing at the 
technological. 

This presents a splendid corps of teachers, and 
they will undoubtedly make the course a pop- 
ular one, 

It has been suggested that these classes will 
conflict with the night school, When asked 
about this yesterday, Mr. C. A. Licklider 
laughed. 

“Why,” said he, “if anything, it will assist the 
school. No one can enter these classes under 
eighteen years of age, while most 
of those who attend the night 
school are below thatage. Now, I think that this 
will stimulate the attendance there. ‘Tho-e who 
attend our classes work during the day. It is just 
80 with the night svhool. I think many boys will 
be induced to take instruction there, 80 as to be 
able afterwards to take the business branches at 
the association.”
